of Charles NordhoflT. 
On the cars, I 
was lortmiato enough to m eet Mr. 
Miles, a near neighltAf of the Nord- 
liofls, who was out in Bouthern Cali­ 
fornia a year sincu ami whose brother 
resided some three years af, Anaheim 
tiefore 
his death. 
'i’liis deceased 
brother will be remembered by all 
well-informed people in Los Angeles 
county as a. warm and appreciative 
fiieiul of ú>n¡»'“ Niow Italy,” and prob­ 
ably did as linhdkjin tliree years to 
describe and iiifalfé- known the real 
character of t lie country as any dozen 
other men in live years hi that county. 
Meotifig Mr. Miles, the neighbor of 
the Nordhotls and (lie brother of the 
lute Anaheim Miles, as the first m an 
for days who seemed to know thero 
was such a pluee as Southern Califor­ 
nia, and finding him a hearty and in­ 
telligent friend of the country, I need 
not say th at I gladly accepted a seat 
in ins carriage from the railway sta­ 
tion to his residence and th at of Mr. 
NordhotT, on the palisades of the 
Hudson river, some two and a half 
miles up hill from the depot. 
The 
sun was just setting, and the blending, 
of the wonderfully variegated lines of 
the autum n leaves of the line forest 
which covers these hills with the rays 
of the setting sun, made a piel lire to 
he cherished fora life-time. 
One who 
has ever visited 
this locality and 
knows the beauty of tin? scenery will 
accuse m e of writing tamely of a 
scene which only an artist can delin­ 
eate. 
11 was dark when we arrived at Mr. 
Norholf's gateway. The road winds 
around toward the brow of the great 
lull which slopes quite precipitately to 
the river, ami as we turned to the left, 
approaching the house, we enjoyed a 
glimpse through the trees of the thou­ 
sand lights of the Yonkers across the 
Hudson river. 
W hen 
the carriage 
halted at (lie door o f'th e quiet, hand­ 
some stone cottage where Mr. Norilhotl' 
and his deliglilul family reside, the 
cheerful lights within were streaming 
through the uncurtained windows, re­ 
vealing the glow and w arm th indoors, 
contrasting finely with the chilly air 
without. The welcome extended to 
their California visitor was quite in 
keeping with the cheerful w arm th of 
their

could not have more ardent and dis­ 
crim inating admirers than are Mr. 
Nordholt’uud his observing and accom­ 
plished wife. 
It was a continual sur­ 
prise to note the questions they asked 
ami the knowledge they disclosed of 
individuals, localities, 
and produc­ 
tions, ami I soon beca mo impressed 
with the fact th at few if any of the 
best informed residents of our part of 
the State are half as fam iliar with the 
character of the country or as wise in 
discerning its future developments. 
A t about 7 o’clock the next m orning 
I luul a view from the Hast windows 
of tlie parlor, which included tho 
Hudson River, Yonkers, Long Island 
Sound and the land beyond,with New 
York in the distance at tho right; I 
shall not attem pt 'to describe it. N oth­ 
ing that. I had over seen before com­ 
bined as m any (dements of beauty sis 
this scene which tho inm ates of this 
favored home enjoy every day from 
these windows.

recently, their interests 
had fallen to 
thirty-five per cent. 
There 
must be 
something wrong in the political sys- 
tem which brings about such a result. 
It is the object 
of the Grange to dis- 


cover where this fault lies, and ifpos- 
sible, to make farming generally more 
profitable. 
In this there is no*desire 


to infringe upon the rights of others, 
but the movement is made simply for 
self-protection. 
The Grange organiza- 


tion dates back to 1807 and has been in 
existence 
seven years, 
although only 


known in California for the past eight- 
een months. 
The idea originated with 
Mr. 0. 71. Kelly, who was connected 
With the Government Agricultural De- 
partment 
at Washington and visited 
the Southern States soon alter tlie war 
fo look 
after 
agricultural 
interests 
there. 
On December 
4, 18(17, the Na- 
tional Grange was organized in Wash- 
ington, 
lv January, 
1872, there were 


1,30(1 Granges 
throughout 
the Union; 
In January last there 
were 11,000 and 
iv July last 
20,000. 
The total mem- 
bership now in the United States 
Is 
nearly two millions. 
From October 
1, 


1873, to October 
1, 1871, the increase of 


membership in our State 
was 
15,000. 
A year ago there were in existence 
three 
or four thousand 
subordinate 
Granges; 
now there are nearly twenty 


thousand. 
Still some people call (bis 


a mushroom 
growth and predict Its 
early dissolution, 
ft will last as long 


as 
the 
principles 
upon which it is 


founded last and as 
long as there is a 
necessity for agriculture. 


The 
speaker 
then reverted

Declaration 
of Intentions adopted 
by 


the National Grange at St. Louis, and
